No on** has any doubt as to what 
Orange County will do on July I. the 
day set for voting upon a proposal to 
issue 140.<>00.OOO for good roads work 
in California. 
This is a good roads county. 
It is 
so recognized all over the state, and 
by thousands of people 
who 
have 
visited California since Orange Coun­ 
ty got on the map as a 
county 
of 
good roads 
Who would exchange 
our 
paved 
highways for double what they cost? 
Ten times tile amount that we paid 
for these highways would not 
per­ 
suade us to go back to the mud. ruts 
and dust of the old days. 
While this county is exceptionally 
well paved, it hasn’t 
enough 
pave­ 
ment. it can t have too much. What­ 
ever the Board of Supervisors can do 
toward extending tile good roads sys­ 
tem of the county will meet with the 
approval of the public. 
It is with joy 
that everyone hears of the fact that 
the road to the County Park is to be 
paved soon, and that the Santa Anat 
canyon road, after many trials and 
tribulations, is to be finished without 
delay. 
The paving now being done 
and to be done northeast of Santa 
Ana, in which roads connecting paved 
roads are to be paved, is the kind of 
thing that meets a real county need. 
If the proposed bond issue to be 
voted upon on July I 
carries, 
this 
county's coast boulevard from Seal 
Beach to San Juan Capistrano will be 
improved. 
That's a boulevard that 
has been in prospect irf this county 
for a long time, and for it alone this 
county ought to give an unanimous 
vote in favor of the state 
highway 
bonds. 
Even if none of the money 
was to be used in road-building in our 
county, we should approve the issue. 
The greater fame California gets as a 
good roads state, the greater will be 
the influx of people from the East. 
But these good roads are not being 
built primarily for the use of tourists. 
If tourists want to come here and use 
them, well and good 
They are built 
primarily for our own use 
In these 
days in California, and especially is it 
true in Orange County, nearly every 
family owns an 
automobile. 
If

doesn't, it hopes to soon. and. any­ 
how. everyone who is able to get out 
of doors at all tides in automobiles, 
rented or a friend's, frequently.

bonds on July I will be decidedly in

Lieutenant-Colonel R. B. Glroonald of 
thf Canadian engineers told a session 
of the Pan-American Aeronautic Con­ 
gress.

means of transportation. 
“The prospects not only hold good 
for the timber and minerals, but in 
the transportation of valuable cargoes 
of furs and fish. You read only tho 
other d a y of a Canadian aviator mak­ 
ing a trip from Cie interior of Canada 
to New Jersey, with an airplane full 
of fine pelts.”

“STULTIFYING" FILMS 


There is one man in America, at 
least, who refuses to bow down be­ 
fore 
the all-conquering 
film drama. 
Georg*- Arliss, the actor, delivering a 
more or less highbrow speech at a 
college alumni luncheon, deplored the 
fact that the movies are so monopoliz­ 
ing the amusement business of the 
country. He said that thousands of 
young men and women can be found 
w ho are regular patrons of the drama. 
as they understand drama, but who 
have never gone to a regular theater 
to see a spoken play. 
“It is appalling!” he declared. “The 
intellects which are stultified at the 
movies might be uplifted by a real 
play.” 
Opinions will differ as to the degree 
of “stultification” 
produced 
by th# 
movies, as compared with the spoken 
drama. 
Anyone who has frequented 
the “legitimate’’ theaters the last few 
years can testify that the movies cer­ 
tainly have no monopoly on the stul­ 
tifying business. 
Despite its present excellences and 
obvious possibilities, the moving pic­ 
ture drama can never fully replace 
the old-fashioned drama. The movies 
may appeal to the heart, but they sel­ 
dom touch the intellect like a good 
play, written by a master dramatist, 
and played by intelligent actors. 
Still, it is doubtful if ever again 
the stage can produce the superb art­ 
ist# such as it has produced. 
The 
popularity of the movie is growing, 
rath e r than decreasing, and the possi­ 
bility that the stage will ever again 
regain its old position seems remote.

In a letter dated April 22, recently 
received from Elwell Squires, he says 
he la stationed at Spalato, Dalmatia, 
Austria, but will surely be glad to get 
a chance to come home. 
According 
to bim, Italy Is not at all what he ex­ 
pected to find. He says We prefers 
the United States and never wants to 
go abroad again. In his letter he tells 
of their work as well as what he saw 
in Venice and his Impressions of the 
country. 
Squires is a musician and enlisted 
two years ago in the navy when war 
was first declared. 
In his letter he 
tells of an entertainment given both 
to the Italians and the Jugo-Slavs by 
the Y. M. C. A. The feeling existing 
between them is shown by the man­ 
ner both races treated each other. 
His letter reads as follows: 
“Your letter has arrived. 
It trav­ 
eled across the Atlantic four or five 
times. It first went to Gibraltar, then 
to Nice, France, then back to the 
Azores, where the ‘Buffalo* is, and 
then back to New York to get a fresh 
start over here again. Our mail 
comes via London, France, Italy and 
then down here from Venice by our 
destroyers. 
Spalato is about aa far 
fcway from the United States as I can 
get, and if there is a town in the 
United States as dead as this, I would 
like to know wkere it is. 
“We came down here from Venice 
about two months ago, and have been 
here ever since, with the exception of 
of a trip down to Brindles, Italy, to 
coal. 
Venice was a very nice place, 
but it is nothing compared to what 
I thought it was. The scenery is no 
better than ours and the cities are far 
behind ours. Why people spend thou­ 
sands of dollars to see these foreign 
countries I cannot understand, unless 
it is to make the poorer class, who 
cannot get over here, believe there la 
with our own ports. 
“I am always anxious to go to a 
new pprt, hilt down in my heart I can 
truthfully say none of them compare 
with out own parts. 
“The Adriatic is still full of mines 
and it Is still dangerous to travel 
without maps. 
Several allied ships 
have been hit by mines, but our ships 
have been lucky in not hitting any. 
There is a watch In the eyes of the 
ship and he baa a machine gun to 
blow the mine up before the ship 
would hit it. Several of our destroy­ 
ers have blown up mines as they 
travel back and forth every day. 
“We have an orchestra, as well aa 
a,.band. I just play in the orchestra. 
I was going to take up a horn, but 
we have been playing so much that I 
am going to stick to the fiddle. 
Took Ovor Austrian Ships 
“Since coming down here the Ad­ 
miral has tried to keep peace in the 
family and has sent his band to every 
ship and barracks IU the harbor and 
city. 
Our men took over two Aus­ 
trian ships at the time of the annie 
tics, and we spent two weeks playing 
on them. 
They certainly did enjoy 
the music, as they had not heard any 
music,.or rather American music, for 
months. 
The two 
ships are the 
Trinyi and the Padetzky. They lived 
on rations that the Austrians had. We 
were the first to bring them food and 
supplies. When Admiral Niblack saw 
the condition* here, he certainly did 
get busy and now they are getUng 
along as well as any of us. We un­ 
derstand they turned the ships over 
to the French. 
“These boys are ail going back to 
the States. They certainly deserve it, 
because they were the boys on the 
sub-chasers that held down the bar­ 
rage from Italy to Albania, which was 
known as base 
25, 
Ctfrfu, Greece 
Anybody that can go out and ride one 
of those chasers five or six days at a 
time through storms and aft, could go 
down to Newport and ride a boat 
standing on end. 
We regulars often 
kid the Naval Reserve, as every per 
son does when they first come in, but 
they certainly did some great work. 
I often laugh when I think how tough 
I used to be around a naval reserve 
or a marine, while now I would juat 
aa soon go out on a liberty with a 
marine aa one of our own boys. 
“Met one of the boys on the Pad­ 
etzky that shipped with me from Los 
Angeles. 
A person can never tell 
where they are going to need friends 
I certainly was glad to see him, as I 
had not seen him since I left Mare 
Island. I left on the ‘Buffalo,* he go­ 
ing to a radio school at Harvard. 
“This country is noted for its old 
buildings and atatues. Saiona is just 
outside of^Spalato and dates back B. 
C. 
At first I enjoyed 
seeing 
the 
sights, but one soon gets tired. Very 
few can talk English over here, and 
those who can are Servians that came 
over from the United States to help 
fight. 
Always Ready to Fight 
“The Jugo-Slave and Italians get 
along Ilks a* cat and a dog—each 
ready to jump on the other. When 
we first came in they had fights ev­ 
ery day, but our patrol has .quieted 
them down a litUe. We had a landing

Canteen and Hut Service 
Being Extended All 
Over Republic 


PARIS, 
June ll.—The Czechoslo­ 
vakian name for the Y. M. C. A. is 
so lengthy that even the Czechoslo­ 
vakians have discarded it for the 
brifer name “Imka” their perfectly 
reasonable pronunciation of Y. M. C. 
A. Everything belonging or pertaining 
to the work of the Association—secre­ 
taries, huts, supplies and publications 
—is simply “Imka” to the native popu­ 
lation. 
The canteen and hut service that 
has been a feature of the Y. M. C. A. 
work with the Allied armies in Eu­ 
rope, is being rapidly extended to all 
parts of the new republic. Canteens 
and club rooms with athletic directors 
and recreation leaders are already in 
operation along the border, where 
most of the Czech troops are massed. 
When the Czechoslovakian republic 
was formed, Czechs who have been 
fighting in the French army, returned 
home 
with the 
request 
that 
the 
“Imka” should 
be allowed 
to come, 
too. The work in Czechoslovakia has 
now been developed on an army basis 
and centers in ten towns. The next 
section to be taken in will be the 
famous coal mine region of Teschen, 
which is the bone of contention be­ 
tween the new republic and the Poles. 
Unsettled conditions along the dis­ 
puted border line make the country 
one of the most dangerous territories 
in which the “Y" exists today. 
The 
people have admirable culture and 
are said to hold the world's record 
for literacy—only one per cent being 
unable to read and write. They have 
a native school of music and a na­ 
tional 
opera, which, though 
closed 
during the war. is now giving a gala 
season of works by native composers. 
The Czecho-Slavakian army is full 
of musicians, many of whom, the “Y” 
secretaries state, would startle Euro­ 
pean and American capitals, and all 
the soldiers can sing. 
The work of the “Y” is being done 
by men recruited from the American 
secretaries and others who have a 
knowledge of the Bohemian language. 
One of the most successful workers 
is Luvik Bureau, a native of Prague, 
who emigrated to America to avoid 
service in the Austrian army, became 
a citizen of the United States and was 
assistant pastor of the Church of St. 
John in New York City when the war 
began. He worked with the “Y” in 
Fiance before going to Slovakia. 


Sodium carbonate in the form of 
soda sh is the loundation of the alkali 
industry, for it is used in the manu­ 
facture of glass, soap, and dyes, as 
well as caustic soda and most other 
sodium compounds.

which exact figures are not available, 
nor the soda ash consumed by the 
manufacturers in their own plants in 
making caustic soda and other sodium 
compounds. The quantity of soda ash 
used for the latter purpose in 1918 is 
estimated at 664,000 short tons against 
482,000 short tons in 1917. 
Most of our soda ash is made from 
salt and limestone, but a small quan­ 
tity is made in the West from natural 
sodium 
carbonate, chiefly 
that ob­ 
tained from the water of Owens Lake, 
in Southeastern California. The quan­ 
tity made from this source in 1918 
was 19,100 short tons, valued at $971,- 
OOO, against 18,800 short tons, valued 
at $858,000, in 1917. 
At some pulp and paper wills spent 
liquors from the digestors are evapo­ 
rated and the residues incinerated to 
form impure soda ash, the use of 
which saves from 80 to 92 per cent 
of the soda ash that would otherwise 
bes required. A few mills made sodi­ 
um carbonate by an electrolytic pro­ 
cess, employing 
carbon dioxide gen­ 
erated in their lime kilns. 
The exports of soda ash in 1918 
were 119,218 short 
tons, valued at 
$7,805,550. 
This material went prin­ 
cipally to Japan, Canada. Brazil, Aus­ 
tralia, and Cuba, named in decreas­ 
ing order of quantity exported. The 
need of soda asb in other countries 
has led to projects to build soda-ash 
plants in Canada and in Australia. 
The Canadian plant is to be built at 
Amherstburg, near Windsor, Ontario, 
where limestone and salt are found 
close together. A very large deposit 
of natural soda in British East Afriea 
is now being exploited, and when this 
soda is shipped some of it may reach 
markets to which we have exported, 
but It Is not likely to reach American 
markets. Although plants for making 
caustic soda by electrolysis are being 
erected in several countries that for­ 
merly made it from soda ash export­ 
ed from the United States, other for­ 
eign plants that will use soda ash are 
under way that will probably main­ 
tain if not increase our exports.

A fossil may be of Interest to many 
classes of people and many differ­ 
e n t reasons. 
To the casual obser­ 
ver it may be only a curio without 
special meaning,-but the blioligst may 
recognize it sa representing the an­ 
cestor of some living form or one 
member of a race that has left no 
descendants, and the 
geologist may 
find It useful because it occurs only 
or chiefly in a particular bed of rock 
or because it helps to fix the date of 
some geological event. 
A complete animal or plant is sel­ 
dom preserved as a fossil. 
The pale­ 
ontologist may have to interpret a 
single leaf, 
a tooth, or anisolated 
bone and to describe a hitherto un­ 
recognized species of tree or a mam­ 
mal or reptile from a small part of 
the organism. 
A fish Seale seems an insignificant 
thing, yet ®v®h a fish acale, when at­ 


tentively studied, is found 
to have 
distinctive characteristics 
by 
which 
families and genera or perhaps spe­ 
cies may be recognized. 
Fish scales 
not only differ in outline, but some 
of them have minute features of sculp­ 
ture which are as distinctive as the 
human ifinger prints its pattern often 
suggests. 
Fish scales are common fossils in 
many places where complete fishes 
are not found, especially in rocks af 
the Mesozoic and, the following era— 
the middle and later ages o f geologic 
time. 
In certain 
Cretaceous 
forma­ 
tions fish scales are so abundant that 
a specimen of the rock seldom tells 
to show some of them, though the for­ 
mation may contain few or no other 
fossils except isolated fish bones. Col­ 
lections of fish scales from certain 
western 
Cretaceous 
formations, 
as­ 
sembled by the United States geolog­ 
ical survew, department of the inte­ 
rior, have been described by T. D. A. 
Cockerell of the University of Colo­ 
rado, in a paper entitled, “Some Ame­ 
rican Cretaceous 
Fish 
Scales, with 
Notes on the Classification and Dis­ 
tribution of Cretaceous Fishes,” pub­ 
lished by the 
geological 
survey as 
Professional Paper 120-1. 
Five new 
genera and twenty new species are 
described and are illustrated by en­ 
larged figures.

This report is strictly technical, yet 
it will be of interest got only to those 
who are studyteg the-geologic history 


of fishes, bot to geologists who are 
studying the w estern country in a 
search for new oil fields—not that the 
fishes were necessarily the source of 
the oil, but that their scales afford 
a m eans of tracing oil-bearing strata 
from place to place.

Plant May Be Destroyed En­ 
tirely Unless Proposed 
Steps Are Taken 


One of the first 
questions 
to 
be 
taken up by the newly appointed coun­ 
ty forestry commission of San Ber­ 
nardino county will be the destructive 
methods employed by the concerns 
harvesting the yucca plant on tile wide 
expanses of foothill 
and 
mesa land 
throughout San Bernardino county by j 
which it is feared the plaut may be 
exterm iuted within a few years unless 
something is done to prevent it. 
W. M. Bristol, one of the members 
of the commission, has been studying 
the question and intends to give it 
more attention and wiH bring it be­ 


fore the commission as one of its first 
problems. 
Bristol says the yucca can be prop­ 
agated easily by use of seed beds, the 
seed being easy to obtain from the wild 
plants at the proper tim e of the sea­ 
son. 
lie planted a seed bed some 
years ago and raised several thousand 
plants with but very little care. 
W hile the m atter 
has 
not 
been 
gone into to any great extent, it is felt 
that companies harvesting the plants 
for the fiber should be compelled to 
re seed the desert wastes in some man­ 
ner and thus insure the perpetuation 
of the plants. 
Much of the yucca is 
being harvested from government land 
and it is probable the government will 
be asked to make tile perm its for har­ 
vesting yucca conditional on the re­ 
planting of young plants equal in num­ 
ber to those harvested. 
It is also suggested that instead of 
digging the paints out by the roots 
as is being done in many cases, that 
experim ents be conducted in harvest­ 
ing the leaves which contain the fiber, 
an dleave the roots, in the hope that 
they will send out new leaves and the 
plant not be killed.

When the old moon rises clear and bright over the bay, after a Maxfield Parrish sunset, 
the friendly old sandman serves all alike— a glorious, unbroken sleep. Cares and worries 
seem to vanish like vapor over the big old ocean. 


This place is Newport and Balboa. Some folks own their own cozy cottages, facing 
the beautiful bay— with their boats moored at their front doors, or fronting on the ocean 
where the endless chain of “ merry men,” as Robert Louis Stevenson styles them, chase 
each other, tumbling over and over, until at last, they vanish on the smooth white sands 
at their very doors. 


Others, not so fortunate, come down and are comfortably housed in the numerous 
furnished houses and apartments, at moderate cost. 


Where, in all Southern California, will you find a larger still water bay, with all its 
boating, bathing and fishing advantages, and just a stone’s thrdw over the peninsular, find 
such wonderful surf.

At Newport, extending out into the ocean is a pleasure pier where halibut, yellowtail, 
bass, perch, mackerel, etc., are caught in great quantities. 
This is said to be the best 
pier fishing of any along the Coast.
